Securing their prize, the lynchers 
carried him and his child to afspot near the banks 
of Swiltcreek, and proceded to put Mr. Kerece out 
ofexisteuce. Thereisa version of the affair which 
recounts @ tvene around the captured lion not sur- 
ent in cruelty and inhumanity by the sportive 

rutality in which the North American lodian cut 
The old fellow was put 
to torture, and, fioally, the spark of HLfe in 
his braveg heart was extinguished. His body 
was then frown into the creek. Then it was 4& 
question with the brutes as to what should 
be dove with the little boy. A consultation was 
ordered and it was presided over by a preacher, 
(this can be vu bstantlated). After deliberating it 
was decided to kill the child in order to destroy 
anything that might be instrumental in exposing 
their bloody work—and a few weeks after when 
old man Kerce's body was found weighted down in 
the creek and near by was found the corpse, simi- 
larly arranged, of the little boy. Well, there wasa 
feeble attempt made at each court to bring in the 
parties to justice, but that soon began to weaken 
until Generali Heury Morgan, a distinguished mem- 
ber of the Albany bar, took the prosecution in 
hand. He has worked patiently on the case 
and has wound a coil of evidence around 
seventeen men, who are to be tried at Isa- 
bella. Though now making rapid strides in pros- 
perity, and we may say civilization, and having 
undergone almost a complete revolution, Worth 
county has in the past been a dark and bloody 
county, and deeds‘of violence and bloodshed were, 
a decade ago, of daily occurrence. The bright 
light of prohibition shines there now, the county 
paper visits its homes,and churches have been built 
up, Which combined influences have driven law- 
nessness from her borders, As we aay, there are 
seventeen men who are to betried forthis murder 
this week. We are not able to give their names, but 
they at present stand weil in _ this 
county, though it has been a singular 
fact that every time the case has approached trial | 
the courthouse has been burned down--it has been 
Gestroyed by fire three times and there was every 
evidence of incendiarism every time. Judge Rieh- 
ard Lyon and Colonel R. K. Hines, of our city, rc- 
member the case, and while our story of the affair 
may Cifferin afew minor details with what they 
remember, it corresponds in the promisent fea- 
tures. Colonel Hines, who practiced atthe Albany 
bar for many years, was Weil acquainted with old 
man kKerce, and saysthe first fee he ever earned 
was for prosecuting the old man in Dooly county 
forhog stealing.

DEATH OF HON, URBANUS DART, 


One of the Oldeat Members of the Georgia Legislature 
~ His Life and Services to the State. 
Special to The Constitution. 
BRUNSWICK, Eebruary 25.—Urbanus Dart is dead. 
He was the oldestcitizen of brunswick; was born at 
a frontier station on the St. Mary’s river, in the year 


1800; lived on Cnmberland island for many years, je 


and duriug the whole of his mature life has been 
identified with Brunswick and Glynn county—so 
deeply identified with it thatits history could not 
be written without frequent mention of him dur- 
ing all the time since 1822. He was the projector of 
the first railroad chartered in Georgia, the Bruns- 
wick and Altamaha railroad, which was chariered: 
while he was a member of the legislature in the 
year 1826, and was graded before 1830 from Bruns- 
wick to the Altamaha river, a distance of twelve 
miles. 
AS A LEGISLATOR. 

He served in the legislature that year with Hon. 
Hiram Warner, late chief justice, who delighted in 
the relation of Mr. Dart's efforts for the passage of 
this railroad charter. His unbounded enthusiasm, 
and stated that his sympathies were aroused and he 
voted for the bill, not dreaming that a railroed 
would ever be snecessfully operated in Georgia. 
Mr. Dart was next connected with Hon. Thomas 
Butler King in an application for charter for a com- 
bined canai and cailaoaa company from Brunswick 
to Darien, and’they were mainly instrumental in 
procuring the grant of the charter and the moving 
spirits in the work afterwards prosecuted toward 
opening the canal. 

He is the father of Hon. J. E. Dart, our represent- 
ative in the legislature. Thus Glynn county was 
represented in the early part of the century by him 
and in this latter portion by his ton.

Bonds are to be issued 
to the amount of $400,000, which will com- 
plete the road to Asheville, equip it thor- 
oughly and improve the eastern pértion of it 
by filling in trestles, etc. The line will be 
completed to Asheville within six months 
after work is begun. 

There will then be communication with the 
west by the existing French Broad route by 
Wolf creek to the line of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad, and thence to 
Knoxville. The Richmond and Danville 
railroad, however, is now building a road 
from Asheville to connect at Maryvilie, Ten- 


nessee, with the short line known as the 
Knoxville and Augusta railroad 
which runs from Knoxville eastward. 
Of this new line there are 
now forty miles graded and_ twenty 
miles of track laid. It will be completed 


within two vears, and will give South Caro- 
lina a short and direct line to Knoxville. 
The Knoxville and Augusta road was designed 
to run to Augusta, but the completion of this 
Asheville-Maryville link by the Richmond 
and Danville wiil divert its business’ to 
Charieston. Colonel Madden said to me: 
‘*You can tell Charleston to get ready for the 
cabbage, huckleberry and apple trade of the 
mountains as well as for Chicago beef.’’ 

THE SAVANNAH, FLORIDA AND WESTERN.

F. & W. system by General Manager Haynes 
and’ Superintendent R. G. Fieming, fore 
merly of the Augusta and Port Royal road, 
and their execution of his plans is building 
up the system into one of the greatest in 
the country. Inits appointment and equip- 
mentit is already equal to northern lines,and 
every facility is afforded the great streams of 
northern travel and the immense shipment of 
Florida fruits. The Savannah, Florida and 
Western in fact furrfishes the Ocean steam- 
ship company with the greatest bulk of ship- 
ments from Florida. The main line and 
branches of the system are extensive and 
scattered, but Superintendent Fieming pulls 
down his skull cap and gets aboard his flying 
machine and performs the wonderful feat of 
going over the whole area twice a month. 
None but workers, and hard workers at that, 
are able to keep up with the great head of this 
growing system of railroads. Mr. Plant is at 


the head of .s0 many _ corporations 
that it is difficult to designate 
or spot him. He has been for a

The trustees 
share in the opinion expressed by President 
Scott that the present facilities are quite in- 
adequate, and it ishighly probable action to- 
ward securing additional grounds will be 
taken.

The Son of a Georgia Minister anda Negro En Noute 
to the Coal Mines. 

Mr. Turner, of the convict system, reached the

will take up a twenty years’ residence, 
The white man is John T. _ Ferguson,

THE ROAD COMPLETED TO ANNIS- 
TON YESTERDAY. 


The Rrjoicing of the People Over the Completion of 
the Road to the First Important Town—A Talk 
With M jor Tempie—How the Business 
Men of Atianta Fer! on the Subject. 


ANNISTON, February 28.—The Anniston end of 
the Georgia Pacific railroad was to-day connected 
with the Atlanta end, and the track is now ready 
for construction trains to pass over. It is not 
known when. regular trains will be puton. The 
people of Anniston and the entire section are en- 
thusiastic over the completion of the road that 
gives them direct connection with Atlanta. The 
road bas been constructed with great care and is 
one of the best new roads ever builtin the south. 


The above telegram, brief as it ia, means a grea 
deal for Atlanta. It means that one hundred and 
four miles of railroad track has been laid, starting 
out from Atlanta toward the west and running 
through a territory that heretofore has been lost to 
Atlanta commercially, apd which is one of the 
richest which could be brought into Atlanta’s com- 
mercial bounds. It means that the road has reach- 
ed the first important town on the march towards 
the banks of the Miisissippi, and that steadily and 
surely the rails of stee) are being extended through 
the heart of a country as rich in coal and minerals 
asany on the globe and teaming with agricul- 
tural prosperity. It has been now just a little more 
than a vear since General Gordon drove the first 
spike in the Georgia Pacific, and before another 
year has passed such results will be reached as the 
people of Atlanta hardly dreamed of, however 
much they might have been desired. The telegram 
states that it is not known wha@n regular trains will 
be run into Anniston from Atlanta. Colonel 
Foreacre, in whose hands this matter rests, is now 
in Mississippi and will return in a few days. It 
is believed that he will put on trains to 
Anniston 1s soon as he returns. Be- 
fore he left he stated that the schedule of the new 
road would prebably be as follows: The morning 
train would leave Atlanta about seven o'clock and 
reach Anniston about eleven, making the run in 
four hours. That at Anniston it would connect 
with the up and down trains on the Selma, Rome 


and Dalton road, so that a person ieaving here in 
the moraing could reach almost any point on that 
road by dinuer time. 

A TALK WITH MAJOR TEMPLE 

The news will be read thismorning in Atlanta 
with the greatesi interest. While people are rea- 
sonably alive tothe benefits that will accrue to At- 
lanta, they do not realize the exteut of the enter- 
prise mor the rapidity with which it is being 
pushed. It must be somewhat staggering to the 
average Atlanta man to know thata company is 
building this great road to the west almost wholly 
ingependent of locai capital.It is nevertheless being 
ddne, and done well. Major Temple, chief engin- 
eer of the road, said on this subject yesterday: 

“It bes been the policy of the management to 
build steadily, surely and well, and to make the 
road as good asit could possibly be atthestart. Ol 
course all new roads have to settle and no road can 
be said to be in a first-class condition until it has 
settled. The Georgia Pacific has been built care- 
fudy and the work is permanent and can give us 
no trouble. The fact that no accident worthy of 


mention has ever occurred, is proof that the 
work has been well done. About 
fifteen miles of the road has been 


ballasted and the baliasting will be continued un 
til it extends over the entire line. The depots along 
ihe line are substantial framed structures, painted 
and made as handsome as anybody could possibly 
desire. We now have depots at the six mile siding, 
at “Mableton, fifteen miles from Atlanta, Sait 
Springs, twenty-one miles from the city, Douglas- 
ville, twenty-seven miles, Villa Rica, thirty-eight 
miles, Temple, forty-five miles, 
miles, Tallapoosa, sixty-four miles and Muscadine, 
seventy miles from Atianta. We are now building 
a brick depot at Anniston, 30x90 feetin size. The 
brick work has been completed already.’’

He will be back in 
a fow days.”’ 

“Tell me something of the progress of the road at 
points beyond Anaiswn.”’ 

“Orders have been given to complete the road to 
Birmingham at the earliest possible time, and we 
expect to reach that place by November. By the 
first of next month the road will be finished to the 
Walker county line, this way from Columbus, which 
is sixty-five miles. That wiil leave a gap of fiity six 
miles between Birmingham and the end of the 
track at the Walker county line. The 
distance from Birmingham to Anniston is sixty- 
three miles, all of which is graded except thirty 
miles. So that when the road is completed to the 
Walker county line, as it will bein a very few days, 
and the graded part of the Anniston endiis laid 
with track,the only thing remaining to!be done will 
be the construction of the road for the eighty-six 
miles where no work has been done yet. Whenthe 
road is completed to Columbus it will be 296 miles 
long. The contract has been awarded for the con- 
struction of an iron bridge of four spans of 150 
feet each ucross the Coosa river. We will cross on 
that bridge in August. The rails are on the way to 
lay the track from Anniston to the Coosa river.’’ 

WHAT THE MERCHANTS SAY. 

When Mr. Sam Inman heard of the completion of 
the road to Anniston, he said on the subject of 
cotton: 

‘The influence of the road has already been felt 
in the receipts of cotton in Atianta. Ilvook for the 
receipts this yearto be 150,000 against 130,000 last 
season, or an increase of 20,000 baies Vonsiderable 
of this increase will be due to the Georgia Pacific. 
It penetrates a portion of the country which has 
heretofore been tributary to other points to a great 
extent, and which now necessarily becomes tribu- 
tary to Atlanta. The cultivation of cotton wil! be 
very largely increased in the country tributary to 
the roa on acount of the new 
facilities for getting cotton to market. The 
management of the road appearto be liberal in 
theirtaritfs, For the emount of transportation that 
they have in hand they are remarkably kind and 
eccommodating in affording facilitiesdor shipment. 
ihe completion of the road to Anniston and beyond 
will necessarily increase the hold which Atlanta 
has upon the trade of that section. They will buy 
their goods here and wilisend their cotten here to 
market. Persons who have never been over the 
line of the road have no adequate idea of the future 
outgrowth of the country wributary to it. There 
area great many fertile valleys and quite a iarge 
section of good farming country that is necessari- 
ty brought under the influence of Adlanta’s trade. 
1 think there is no doubt about Atlanta being abie 
to control a great deal of cotten as fur as Birming- 
ham. The road penetratesa wouderfully rich tec- 
tion Of Mississippi and trade will be established in 
that direction. Cotton will be shipped by the way 
ot Atlanta, Stoppiug here to be compres-ed or re- 
haudied, ard thus paying tribute to theciiy."’ 

“What can you say about the/Coosa river cotton?”’ 

‘The cotton from the Coosa river vaiicy is of a 
very fine quality and sells at full figures in the mar- 
kets of the country Wehave heretofore had very 
jitule opportunity to reach that cotton, but this road 
will give us acccss to that portion oi the country 
which raises it. The Georgia Pacific bas been an 
imperative need to Atlanta since tue commence- 
ment of the city, and I think will give the 
cot.on trade as well as every 
other trade a wonderful impetus. Joo much eredit 
cannot be given tothe public spiritea men of the 
Inanagement, who have invested their time and 
money to build up this important road. 

Major Ben Crane said: **Of course the wholesale 
grocers of Atlantaare glad of the completion of 
the road to Anniston. It gives us an casier way 
into Alabama and putsus on an equal footing 
with the merchants of other cities. Heretofore we 
have not bad afair chance at the sec:ion whichis 
now opened to us, the merchants of Kome, Mont- 
gomery and other places have had on advantage 
overus. I suppose drummers wlll be sent at once 
into the newly acquired territory.’’ 

Mr. W. W. Draper, of the tinm of Moore, Marsh & 
Co., said; ‘‘The dry goods men may well be grati- 
fied. Since@sthe com, letion of the Kast Tennessee 
road to Rome, our rates into Alabama have been 
reduced one half. Thecompletion of the Georgia 
Pacific will give us even better rates, and we expect 
to increase our trade fully onébuudred per cent.”’ 

A GLIMPSE OF ANNISTON, 


The town of Anniston, towards which Atlanta 
has been reaching for some time, and with which 
she is this morning connected, hasa remarkable 
history. 

it isthe southern counterpart of Pulliam, the 
miracle of western city building, near Chicago. 
Anniston isowned altogether by Messrs, Tyler and 
Noble. Four years ago it was simply a forest. 
These gentlemen bought its site and established an 
irou furnace and put up houses for the workmen. 
Shortly afterwards they built stores, handsome resi- 
dences for themrelvea, and laid out the town in 
streets. The original works were then en- 
, larged, a large cotton factory built, a church 
erected, Wwalterwerks established, and new 
industries started. The Noble's iron works 
of Kome with about 100 hands are finow being 
moved to Anniston, and 40 new model houses being 
built for workingmen's homés. , 

The town is handsomely laid out and has about 
8,000 inhabitents, Every lot and every house be- 
long to the Tylers and Nobles, and uo lots have 
been offered as yet to the public. It is said a public 
sale wili soon be advertised, though we do not see
